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WALKED FROM CAR 


Elmer Sulliv an In Serio us Co nditio n 


Fro m Lo ng Ex po sure. 


Elmer Sullivan, 
formerly of this 
city , who claims he walked from an 
interurban car while asleep, about 5:15 
Monday evening and laid upon the 
rig ht-of-way until t>:30Tuesday morn­ 
ing , has been broug ht to this city and 
is in a serious condition. 
Sullivan moved 
to Terre 
Haute 
several y ears ag o, and lived with his 
mother, who is a resident of that city . 
He had been employ ed with the S a ra ­ 
tog a Chip Company until they closed 
their plant a few day s ag o. 
He was 
on his way to Sey mour to visit rela­ 
tives when the accident occurred. 
According to Sullivan’s own story 
he left Terre Haute about noon over a 
traction line and arrived at the Indi­ 
anapolis Terminal Station at 3:15. 
-He was required to wait but a few 
minutes and soon left for Sey mour. 
He said he was very weary and laid 
his head upon the window sill when 
the c ar left Greenwood, and that was 
about the last thing he remembered 
until he reg ained consciousness at the 
home of John 
Beatty just south of 
Columbus. 
He declares that during 
the nig ht two men found him on the 
rig ht-of-way and took his pucketbook 
and knife. 
He said one of the men 
called him “ J o h nny ” which was his 
nick name, and remarked that he was 
about dead and would let him stay 
there. 
Sullivan said that althoug h he 
was nearly frozen to death he recog ­ 
nized the men voices. 
Sullivan walked to the home of John 
Beatty which is a short distance from 
the switch where th ec a r was standing 
when the accident happened. 
He was 
cared for at the Beatty home and was 
broug ht to Sey mour Tuesday evening . ! 
As he had no home here he was taken 
to the Feadler House on Ewing street. 
' 
The interurban company relate an 
altog ether different story . 
They said 
Sullivan was not coming south at all 
and he g ot on a car at Mineral Spring s 
and was a north bound passeng er. | 
T hat when the car stopped at the sid ] 
ing south of Beatty ’s stop, which is a 
passing point for the cars, 
Sullivan 
deliberately walked from the car of 
his own accord. 
They also said he 
was under the influence of liquor when 
he left the car. 
Word of the accident 
was sent to the representatives of the 
road at Columbus and they immediate­ 
ly sent men to patrol the line, feariDg 
th at he mig ht be hit by a passing car. 
The search was kept up nearly all 
nig ht but the interurban people re 
ported that no one could be found. 
Tuesday morning after Sullivan ap­ 
peared at the Beatty home a neig hbor 
told James Borne, who is employ ed on 
the farm, 
that he was on the north 
bound car that went into the sidiDg 
and one of the 
passeng ers walked 
from the car 
It seems that no effort 
was made to locate the passeng er as 
it was believed he desired to g et off at 
th at point. 
When Sullivan reached this city he 
was g iven medical attention and it 
was found that both feet were badly 
frozen. 
At first it was believed that 
several of his toes would have to be 
amputated, but today it was thoug ht 
that this would not be necessary . 
He 
is ex tremely nervous, but the g reatest 
dang er is from pneumonia, sy mptoms 
of which have already appeared. 
As 
he is without money Township Trustee 
Chas. Steinwedel decided that it would 
be advisable to take him to the poor 
farm, where he could receive proper 
care and attention. 
He was placed in 
the poor farm this afternoon.

According to the prediction of the 
weather man Wednesday one of the 
heaviest snows in y ears fell Wednes­ 
day nig ht and this morning . 
Nearly 
six inches of snow have already fallen 
and the weather forecast indicates 
that there will be more tonig ht, fol­ 
lowed by a rising temperature. 
Pedestrians have found the walks 
and streets very slippery and 
a few 
accidents from falls have been report­ 
ed. 
The sidewalks, however, are be­ 
ing cleared of the snow as rapidly as 
possible, and especially in the busi­ 
ness district. 
The various steam railway s and in- 
terurbau lines had all kinds of trou­ 
bles this morning and but few trains 
or traction cars arrived in the city or 
departed on time. 
The early morning train on the 
Southern Indiana, due out at 6:45, 
was delay ed herg till 
about eig ht 
o ’clock. 
The airpumps were not work­ 
ing rig ht and the train crew had o r ­ 
ders to remain here until the neces­ 
sary repairscould be made. 
The 10:15 
train arrived from 
Bedford a half 
hour late. 
Train No. 12, the early morning 
train from St. Louis on the B. & O. 
S-W., was more than two hours late 
and the nine o ’clock train 
from the 
west was marked up forty minutes 
late. 
Both the later morning trains 
from the east were several mintes late. 
The Pennsy lvania trains ran behind 
their schedules from both directions. 
The early morning 
train from the 
north was more than two hours late. 
During the morning an eng ine, which 
was running lig ht, stopped on the 
crossing at Tipton and Hig h streets 
and was stuck there for a short time 
before it Cf>uld g et off the snow and 
ice. 
The nine o ’clock train from the 
north was almost two hours 
late.

g aD snowing at Louisville some time 
before it did here and the fall there 
was quite as heavy as here.

fatten to the bu rsting po int with the

prices that will no t impo v erish u s. 
We are certainly

This was no t the first “lo ne s t a r 
flag ” that was flu ng to the breeze in 
Tex as, ho wev er. 
In May , 1835, iMrs. 
Sarah 
A. 
Daw’so n, 
o f 
Harrisbu rg , 
Tex as, presented a v ery similar flag 
to a co mpany o rg anized at that place 
and co mmanded by 
Andrew Ro bin­ 
so n, and that banner flew in the fo re­ 
fro nt o f many o f the fiercest 
fig ht3 
fo r Tex an liberty . 
Many 
dau ntless hearts 
in o ther 
States heard the first Tex an bu g les. 
jects, and fo u nd that the o rdinary 
blo wing , and Geo rg ia in particu lar 
criminal, who se o ffences ag ainst the 
state are tho se o f cu nning , u su ally 
has sho rt arms, bu t that mu rderers 
and tho se who co mmit 
crimes

“You see, it’s like this,” said the 
man from Iowa, quite manifestly con­ 
tinuing an argument that had been 
going on in his mind for some time. 
“Back in our State land has become 
dear. 
Anybody wanting to sell can 
get $70 or $80 an acre for it, and ev­ 
ery farm th at’s offered is snapped up. 
In Saskatchewan we have just as good 
land that cost us $11 and $12, so that 
a man can take up five or six times as 
much there as in Iowa on the same in 
vestment of money. 
“It isn’t the 
money, though, that 
brings most of us up from Iowa. 
I’m 
not sure that money would be enough 
The ‘invasion’ is a family affair. 
We 
have no chance of keeping our sons 
around us back home. 
They have to 
leave the farm and go into the big 
cities of the neighboring States to get 
work. 
To keep them on the farm and 
in touch with us, we come up here 
and make little colonies with the chil­ 
dren around us, on homesteads 
or 
bought land. 
This makes it easier for 
the farmers back there in Iowa to get 
land for the stay-at-homes. 
The fami­ 
lies that come to Canada are kept to­ 
gether and the families that buy the 
farms they leave are kept together, 
too. 
There won’t be any slackening 
of the rush, either, for they still raise 
big families back in Iowa.” 
One could almost see the 
mental 
process of this typical American farm­ 
er in defending a step that meant a 
new flag, a new allegiance, a new land, 
and new associates. To abandon “Old 
Glory” and the Declaration of 
Inde 
pendence for a good thing in cheap 
land would hardly be 
playing 
the 
game, but to go out into Saskatche­ 
wan to “keep the family together” was 
another and a quite higher motive. 
Why seek too closely to analyze the 
reasons for the greatest land trek in 
the history of America? It is enough to 
know what the sons of the frontiers­ 
men of Iowa, and Kansas, and Minne­ 
sota—the best blood of the mid-West 
■—are pouring into the Canadian West 
In an ever-increasing stream, and are 
learning that “God Save the King” and 
“My Country, ’Tis of Thee,” are sung 
to the same tune.—Toronto (Ontario) 
Globe.

been sent out by Catholic missionaries 
in that region. 
He is confident that 
the Andree expedition never reached 
the pole. 
“Similar reports of the finding of 
wreckage from the ill-fated Jeanette 
on the north coast of Siberia were 
heard for years until they were finally 
discredited by the know ledge that Mel­ 
ville and DeLong had landed at Lena 
delta." said Commander Peary. 
“In 
my opinion Andree's party came to 
grief and their balloon dropped into 
the polar ocean shortly after their 
start. The chances are that they were

Some of the liter­ 
ary celebrities of Indiana think an er­ 
ror was made in portraying Wallace 
in military dress. 
They hold that his

Fillmore was born In 1800, the son 
of Nathaniel Fillmore, a native of Ben­ 
nington, Vt., who moved to the “far 
west” of Cayuga county soon after the 
revolution. 
At 14 years of age the. fu­ 
ture President was apprenticed in a 
woolen mill at MontviUe, a settlement
